Indeed, grants of land to be regained by irrigation, or made 
habitable by these canals, may, with propriety, be solicited of Con- 
gress to aid in their construction, and thete is no doubt that a Me- 
morial to that body for this object, would receive attention, and the 

ut excessive legislation, I think, is to be avoided as one of the 

purer evils with which a community can be afflicted. Numbrous 
- laws, or complicated systenis, frequent and sudden changes are danger- 
ous to private rights, ard to the liberties of the people. The freest 
country with a constitutional goverument is that which is governed 
by the fewest legislative enactments. POP | 
_ I congratulate you upon the discovery of coal, iron, lead, copper, 
and of the precious metals, which have been made during the past 
year in the western, eastern and southern sectidéns of the Territory; 
and also upon the new settlements which have been formed in their vi- 
cinity. While we canhot but regard Agriculture as the first and 
most important interést in this country, and, therefore, entitled to 
every encouragement which can be bestowed by Government, the 
mines—-yaluable on their own account—may also be considered tribu- 
tary to that interest, and their development worthy of the attention . 
Of the Legislature, and of every citizen who desires to increase the 
wealth and promote the prosperity of the Territory.

the waters of Utah Lake which it is proposed to bring to Salt Lake

It deprives the people of Salt Lake City of the waters of City 
creek, and of the streams in Red Butte and Emigration kanyons, for 
ordinary purposes; and they would be eompelled to pay the company 
any money it might demand for their use.

From the information your committee have in their possession it is

: In regard to the motion of the hon. member from Davis (Mr.

from prison, we cannot say that we feel prepared to sanction such an. 


extraordinary act, and respectfully beg leave to be excused from the 
work of intreducing such a bill for the action of the Legislature, as 
our Statute is specific, and plainly definee for what crimes a person 
shall suffer death. We deem it impolitic to amend the present criml- 
nal code so as to conform to the words and spirit-of said motion. 

For the purpose of preventing the escape of convicts, the Warden, 
with the approbation of the Directors, may employ, not exceeding 
three able-bodied and trusty meno, as prison guards, who-shal] alter- 
nately, under the direction of the Warden, guard the prisoners, as 
well by night as by day—for whose pay the Territorial Treasury is 
responsible—at such rates and prices as shall be agreed upon by the 
Directors and Warden with the guards, so far as the means appropri- 
ated by this Legislature for that purpose may extend. | | 
_ It is highly gratifying to your committee to learn that Judicial and 
Executive authority has greatly subsided ic the exercise of that 
power so unjustly and unwarrantably exercised by the predecessors of 
the present incumbents of those offices in extendivg pardon and relief 
to convicts committed for the highest offences aud crimes known to 


the laws of the United States, this Territory, or to civilized man, con- 


trary to the known wishes of all the peaceable and law-abiding citi- 
zens of this Territory.
